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GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

GA SEPT. 27 HEARD GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS BY FONMINS OF 
YUGOSLAVIA, POLAND, ZAMBIA, BULGARIA, URUGUAY, BAHRAIN 
AND COLOMBIA, AND UN REP OF FIJI. YUGOSLAV FONMIN URGED SPECIAL 
GA DEDICATED TO ECONOMIC ISSUES. GA PRES BENITES (ECUADOR) 

CALLED ATTENTION TO SYG'S REPORT THREE OF FOUR MEMBERS 
IN ARREARS UNDER ART. 19 HAD MADE REQUIRED PAYMENTS 
(BOLIVIA, GUINEA, PARAGUAY) AND UNDERSTANDING REACHED 
CONCERNING FOURTH (CAR) UNDER WHICH MATTER BE RESOLVED IN 
COMPLIANCE WITH ART. 19 (A/9157/ADDS 1, 2, 3). SPEAKERS 
LIST CLOSED, WITH 127 STATES INSCRIBED (ALL MEMBERS 
EXCEPT BOTSWANA, DR, EG, GAMBIA, IVORY COAST, MALAWI, 

MALDIVES, SWAZILAND). THOSE LISTED SPEAK SEPT. 28 ARE: 

GABON, TURKEY, ALBANIA, SENEGAL, OMAN, TANZANIA, SPAIN, 

SIERRA LEONE, KHMER REPUBLIC AND SAUDI ARABIA. 

YUGOSLAVIA - DEPUTY PRIMIN AND FONMIN MILOS MINIC IN BRISTLING 
SERVIAN VOICED GOY SOLIDARITY WITH NON-ALIGNED AND 
INSERTED IN PREPARED SPEECH STATEMENT THAT GOY HAD THAT 
DAY BROKEN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH CHILE. HE DESCRIBED 
AS PUZZLING VIEWS (E.G. AS EXPRESSED IN KISSINGER UN SPEECH) 

THAT NON-ALIGNED BECOMING BLOC. MINIC ALSO QUOTED TITO'S 
ALGIERS STATEMENT WHICH ASSERTED NON-ALIGNED NATIONS 
HAVE WON RIGHT OF EQUAL PARTICIPATION IN SOLVING WORLD PROBLEMS 
AND ' ARE FIRMLY RESOLVED TO EXERCISE IT THROUGH UNITY, 

AND COORDINATED ACTION." REFERRING TO CSCE, MINIC STATED 
IMPROVEMENT OF RELATIONS SHOULD NOT BE LIMITED TO CSCE 
PARTICIPANTS WHICH, HE SAID, BASICALLY REPRESENT JUST DEVELOPED 
WORLD. MINIC EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS OF SOVEREIGN COUNTRIES, POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
PRESSURES (INCLUDING BLOCKADES), EVEN ARMED INTERVENTION 
AGAINST LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 

MINIC CHARGED THAT EVENTS IN CHILE DEMONSTRATE THAT 
"FORCES OF INTERNATIONAL IMPERIALISM AND REACTION.. .ARE NOT 
HESITATING TO RESORT TO ANY METHODS AND MEANS IN ORDER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO OBSTRUCT STRUGGLE OF PEOPLE FOR FREEDOM FROM FOREIGN 
DOMINATION AND EXPLOITATION". MINIC STATED THESE EVENTS 
WARN OTHER INDEPENDENT COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY NON- 
ALIGNED, THAT NEGATIVE EFFECTS OF CRISIS EXTEND FAR 
BEYOND BOUNDARIES OF CHILE WITH DANGERS FOR OTHERS AND 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS IN GENERAL. NON ALIGNED COUNTRIES 
IN PARTICULAR SHOULD ASK - "WHERE WILL THE NEXT BLOW FALL?" 

ON ME, HE CONDEMNED ISRAELI AGRESSION AND TERRORISM AND 
STATED THAT FORCES IDENTIFYING SELVES WITH ISRAEL ASSUME 
GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY. HE CALLED FOR SETTLEMENT IN ME ON BASIS 
UN DECISIONS AND ADVOCATED UN SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL 
IF AGRESSION PERSISTS. MINIC CHARGED FORCES OF COLONIALISM 
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AND RACISM IN AFRACA ENJOY POL, ECONOMIC AND MILITARY 
SUPPORT OF SOME WESTERN COUNTRIES AND INTERNATIONAL CAPITAL. 

HE URGED EFFECTIVE UN POL AND MATERIAL AID TO LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS AS ONLY LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVES OF THEIR COUNTRIES. 
ON VIETNAM HE STATED IT NECESSARY PREVENT VIOLATION OF PARIS 
AGREEMENTS BY SAIGON REGIME "WITH SUPPORT FROM OUTSIDE" 

AND PLEDGED CONTINUATION OF FULL SUPPORT TO PR GOV OF 
SOUTH VIETNAM. VOICING SUPPORT FOR SIHANOUK AND GOV OF 
NATIONAL UNITY. HE STATED GOY WOULD WORK ACTIVELY FOR THEIR 
PRESENCE IN UN AS TRUE REPRESENTATIVES OF PEOPLE OF 
CAMBODIA. HE ADVOCATED NON-INTERFERENCE IN KOREAN UNIFICATION 
AND DECLARED WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS NECESSARY 
FOR REALIZATION OF ASPIRATIONS OF KOREAN PEOPLE. HE CALLED 
FOR PARTICIPATION OF ALL IN DISARMAMENT THROUGH WDC AND FOR 
UTILIZATION OF RESOURCES RELEASED FROM DISARMAMENT IN 
SOLUTION OF DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS. HE URGED PROHIBITION 
OF USE, PRODUCTION, AND TESTS OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS; DESTRUCTION 
OF STOCKS; AND WITHDRAWAL OF ALL TROOPS FROM FOREIGN TERRITORIES. 

MINIC APPEALED FOR GREATER ECONOMIC SUPPORT FOR LDC'S 
AND END TO "HARMFUL ACTIVITY" OF TRANS -NATIONAL COMPANIES. 

MINIC URGED SPECIAL SESSION OF GA DEDICATED TO ECONOMIC 
ISSUES AND UNDERLINED IMPORTANCE OF NON-ALIGNED PROPOSAL 
FOR JOINT MINISTERIAL LEVEL CONFERENCE OF FAO AND UNCTAD 
TO FORMULATE INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AMEMBASSY BRASILIA 
AMEMBASSY LONDON 
AMEMBASSY MOSCOW 
AMEMBASSY NEW DELHI 
AMEMBASSY NICOSIA 
AMEMBASSY OSLO 
AMEMBASSY OTTAWA 
AMEMBASSY ROME 
AMEMBASSY STOCKHOLM 
AMEMBASSY VIENNA 
USMISSION IAEA VIENNA 
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ZAMBIA - FONMIN MUDENDA WELCOMED UN ADMISSION GDR AND FRG 
AS MANIFESTATION OF TREND TOWARD DETENTE. HE PAID 
TRIBUTE TO ALGERIANS FOR HOLDING NON- 

ALIGNED CONFERENCE. WHICH HE DESCRIBED AS "ANOTHER MILESTONE" 

BY THIRD WORLD TO ERADICATE WORLD AFFLICTIONS. FOCUSSING 
ON AFRICA, MUDENDA DECRIED PORTUGUESE INVOLVEMENT IN CABRAL 
ASSASSINATION AND WIRIYAMU "MASSACRE," 

SAYING PORTUGAL WILL NOT WIN HER AFRICAN WARS AND APPEALING 
TO NATO COUNTRIES TO DESIST FROM AIDING LISBON'S CAUSE. 

FONMIN URGED BRITISH SETTLE RHODESIAN PROBLEM ON BASIS 
OF NIBMAR AND HOLD MULTIRACIAL CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

MUDENDA ALSO STATED RHODESIAN PROBLEM COMPOUNDED BY EXTERNAL 
FACTORS BUT SINGLED OUT AUSTRALIA AND N.Z. FOR THEIR ANTI- 
RHODESIAN EFFORTS. MUDENDA URGED TERMINATION OF SYG'S 
CONTACTS WITH SAG OVER NAMIBIA. 

ON OTHER GLOBAL MATTERS, MUDENDA ADVOCATED COMPREHENSIVE 
TEST BAN TREATY, CALLED WDC WORTHWILE, SUPPORTED DRAFTING CHARTER 
OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF STATES, REAFFIRMED ZAMBIA'S 
SUPPORT FOR RES 242 ON ME, AND CASTIGATED "NEGATIVE ACTIVITIES" 

OF MULTI-NATIONAL COMPANIES. TO PROMOTE KOREAN UNIFICATION, 

MUDENDA SUPPORTED WITHDRAWAL OF US TROOPS STATIONED 
THERE UNDER UN FLAG AND DISSOLUTION OF UNCURK. ON LOS, 

MUDENDA PRAISED CURRENT PROGRESS, BUT SAID INADEQUATE ATTENTION 
PAID TO PROBLEMS OF LANDLOCKED STATES, TERRITORIAL SEA 
LIMITATIONS, AND NEED FOR DECISION ON EXPLOITATION OF 
RESOURCES IN INTERNATIONAL WATERS. IN CLOSING, FONMIN SAID 
TIME HAD COME FOR REVIEW OF PERMANENT SC MEMBERSHIP - 
POSSIBLY BASING NEW SC MEMBERSHIP ON GA GEOGRAPHICAL 
DISTRIBUTION - AND REVISION OF SC VETO SYSTEM. (REPEATED INFO 
LUSAKA) 

BULGARIA - IN BLAND SPEECH, FONMIN PETAR MLADENOV EXPRESSED 
GOB RESOLVE TO SUPPORT DETENTE AND EMPHASIZED SIGNIFICANCE 
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OF DETENTE AND CHANGES IN SOV- AM RELATIONS, NOTING IN PARTICULAR 
PNW AGREEMENT. VOICING SUPPORT FOR CSCE, MLADENVO CAUTIONED 
COOPERATION ONLY POSSIBLE THROUGH ' MUTUAL RESPECT AND ESTEEM 
FOR INTERNAL LAWS AND ORDER OF EACH COUNTRY." FONMIN STATED 
END OF VIETNAM WAR WAS RECOGNITION OF INALIENABLE 
RIGHTS OF VIETNAMESE TO SETTLE THEIR OWN AFFAIRS AND PLEDGED 
CONTINUING "ALL ROUND AID TO FRATERNAL VIETNAMESE PEOPLE" 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO ELIMINATE WAR DAMAGE. NOTING DIVIDING LINE BETWEEN NATO 
AND WARSAW PACT RUNS THROUGH BALKANS. MLADENOV STATED GOV 
WILL CONTINUE ACTIVE POLICY OF CO-EXISTENCE. HOWEVER, 

HE SAID IT NAIVE TO EXPECT THAT THOSE "WHO FOR YEARS ... IN SPIRED 
AND CONDUCTED THE POLICY OF THE 'COLD WAR' HAVE LAID DOWN 
THEIR ARMS." HE CHARGED UNNAMED FORCES RESISTING DETENTE 
WERE TRYING "SPREAD SUSPICION ABOUT MOTIVES AND PURPOSES OF 
PEACEFUL POLICY OF SOV UNION" AND SOCIALIST COMMUNITY. 

MLADENOV CONDEMNED CHILEAN COUP AND BRUTAL REPRESSION BY 
REACTIONARIES (APPARENTLY ALL INTERNAL). CONFIRMING SUPPORT 
FOR ARABS, FONMIN CALLED FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF SC DECISION 
IN ME AND STATED KEY ISSUE IN SOLUTION WAS WITHDRAWAL 
OF ISRAELI FORCES FROM ALL TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN 1967. 

HE EMPHASIZED GOB SUPPORT EFFORTS OF DPRK FOR PEACEFUL 
UNIFICATION OF KOREA AND OPPOSED ANY SUGGESTION WHICH 
MIGHT IMPEDE UNIFICATION. FONMIN CALLED FOR SOLUTION OF 
ARMAMENTS PROBLEM THROUGH WDC AND INDICATED THOSE WHO PREVENT 
PREPARATION OF WDC ASSUMING SERIOUS RESPONSIBILITY. HE SAID ONLY 
FOUR COUNTRIES BLOCKED LAST YEAR'S RES ON NUF AND PRO- 
HIBITION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND THAT THERE IS NO IUSTIFICATION 
FOR DELAYING IMPLEMENTATION. MLADENOV WELCOMED INCLUSION OF 
NEW SOVIET INITIATIVE ON 10 PERCENT REDUCTION MILITARY 
BUDGETS ON GA AGENDA. (REPEATED INFO SOFIA) 

URUGUAY - FONMIN BLANCO GAVE SPEECH WHICH EMPHASIZED 
THROUGHOUT URUGUAY'S INTENTION TO KEEP CONTROL OVER OWN DECISIONS 
AND TO PROTECT ITS INTERESTS AGAINST COVERT OR OVERT ACTIONS 
TO OVERRIDE THEM. HE STRONGLY SUPPORTED WDC AND REGRETTED 
LACK OF PROGRESS IN COMITE, CALLING UPON PERMANENT SC 
MEMBERS TO JOIN AND HELP. HE WELCOMED CSCE AND SALT, 

STATING CONCENTRATION ON ARMS DELAYED ATTENTION GIVEN BY 
MAJOR POWERS TO ECONOMIC PROGRESS. HE ENDORSED NPT AND LATIN 
AMERICAN NUCLEAR FREE ZONE TREATY URGING ALL COUNTRIES TO 
JOIN BOTH. HE CALLED FOR PROHIBITION ON ALL NUCLEAR TESTING. 

RE MIDDLE EAST, HE SPOKE IN GENERAL TERMS, CALLING FOR BALANCED 
PEACE BASED ON LAW. HE DID WELCOME UN EFFORTS TOWARD ME 
PEACE AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT FINAL SETTLEMENT WOULD BE 
BASED ON INTERNATIONAL LAW AND NOT ON REASONS IRRELEVANT 
TO DISPUTE. HE SUPPORTS CREATION OF HIGH COMMISSIONER 
FOR HUMAN RIGHTS WITH LEGAL STATUTE ENABLING WORK THROUGH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LOCAL TRIBUNALS. HE URGED ALL COUNTRIES TO USE ICJ. WHITE 
CAUSES DESERVE STUDY, HE CALLED FOR CONCRETE MEASURES 
AGA 
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BAHRAIN— FONMIN SHAIKH MUBARAK AL-KHALIFA DELIVERED SHORT 
ADDRESS TOUCHING ON NUMBER OF BLOBAL ISSUES BUT FOCUSSING ON 
ME. QUOTING EXTENSIVELY FROM NON-ALIGNED CONFERENCE RESOLUTION 
ON ME, WHICH CONDEMNED ISRAEL'S CONTINUED OCCUPATION OF 
ARAB LANDS AND CALLED FOR DISCONTINUANCE OF ARMS SALES TO 
ISRAEL, AL-KHALIFA DECLARED "THIS RESOLUTION" CONTAINS THE 
MEASURES FOR SETTLING PROBLEM. TURNING TO OTHER ISSUES. 

FONMIN APPEALED TO ALL COUNTRIES TO HONR SANCTITY OF INDIAN 
OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE. ADVOCATED THAT GULF AREA SHOULD REMAIN 
FREE OF BIG POWER RIVALRIES AND FOREIGN INTERVENTION, 

AND CASTIGATED APARTHEID AND COLONIALISM AS AFFRONT TO 
HUMANITY AND CHALLENGE TO WORLD COMMUNITY. (REPEATED INFO 
MANAMA, KUWAIT) 

COLOMBIA-FONMIN VASQUEZ IN 40 MINUTE SPEECH STATED THAT 
LAST FIVE YEARS WITNESSED EMERGENCE OF "NEW ERA" BASED 
ON WIDER INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION, PEACE, TERMINATION OF 
COLINIALISM, GROWING ACCEPTANCE OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
JUSTICE, AND INCREASING IMPORTANCE OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

UN ADMISSION OF NEW AFRICAN STATES REFLECTS INCREASING 
"UNIVERSALITY" OF ORGANIZATION WHILE PRESENCE OF PRC, FRG 
AND GDR EXEMPLIFIES GLOBAL MOVEMENT TOWARD DETENTE. 

TYING ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT TO DISARMAMENT, FONMIN SAID THAT 
SUCCESS OF SECOND INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT DECADE HINGES 
ON MOVEMENT TOWARD DISARMAMENT. HE LAMENTED WASTE OF FUNDS ON 
ARMS PURCHASES, PROTESTED CONTINUATION OF FRENCH ATMOSPHERIC 
NUCLEAR TEST IN PACIFIC. AND DECLARED DISARMAMENT MUST BE 
ACHIEVED AS INTERNATIONAL GOAL, TAKING INTO CONSIDERATION 
ARMS PECULIARITIES OF LOCAL REGIONS AND SELF-DEFENSE. 

HE ADVOCATED REGIONAL APPROACH TO DISARMAMENT LEADING UP TO 
WDC. IN ECONOMIC SPHERE, VASQUEZ DECRIED INCREASING HIATUS 
BETWEEN LDC'S AND DEVELOPED NATIONS, EXPRESSED DISSATISFACTION 
THAT TRADE AGREEMENTS BETWEEN GREAT POWERS HAD CREATED 
PRIVILEGED GROUP, BUT STRESSED THAT ESTABLISHMENT OF 
ANDEAN REGIONAL ECONOMIC AGREEMENT REFLECTED LA EFFORT 
TO LEARN LESSONS FROM PAST. 

ON LOS, FONMIN DEFENDED "PATRIMONIAL SEA" CONCEPT SUPPORTED BY 
COLOMBIA AND OTHER NATIONS, WHICH CONCEPT WOULD ALLOW COASTAL 
STATES TO EXERCISE ECONOMIC CONTROL BEYOND 12-MILE 
TERRITORIAL SEA WHILE RESPECTING FREEDOM OF NAVIGATION FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OTHER NATIONS. THIS, HE SAID, IS GREAT AND NEW PRINCIPLE 
WHICH COLOMBIA EXPECTS WILL BE APPROVED AT FORTHCOMING LOS 
CONFERENCE. 

ON GLOBAL ISSUES. VASQUEZ INDICATED RES 242 CONTAINED BASIS 
FOR JSST ME SETTLEMENT, SUPPORTED UN ADMISSION OF TWO KOREAS 
AS CONSISTENT WITH UNIVERSALITY, ADVOCATED INTERNATIONAL LIFE 

SHOULD BE GOVERNED BY LAW AND SAID SOVEREIGNTY IN PANAMA CZ 
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SHOULD BE EXERCISED BY PANAMANIAN GOVERNMENT . (REPEATED 
INFO BOGOTA) 

GUINEA (B) INDEPENDENCE - 

USDEL UNDERSTAND AFP DAKAR REPORTED PRES SENGHOR INSTRUCTED 
FONMIN SECK (WHO WILL BE FOURTH SPEAKER IN GA DEBATE SEPT. 

28) TO ASK FOR ADMISSION OF PAIGC AS UN MEMBER. CHAIRMAN 
READ IN COMITE 4 PAIGC COMMUNIQUE WHICH POINTED OUT THAT 
WITH INDEPENDENCE OF GUINEA (B), PORTUGUESE WERE FOREIGN 
"AGGRESSORS," AND PAIGC REP DE LUZ ON WAY TO UN "WITH

PROCEEDINGS "RELATING TO THEIR RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES". 

CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) READ CABLE ANNOUNCING SEPT 24 
CREATION OF "STATE OF GINEAU BISSAU ". DISCUSSION CONCERNING 
INVITATION TO LIBERATION LEADERS FOLLOWED. 
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DA COSTA LOBO (PORTUGAL) SAID GOP SAW "UNLAWFUL CHARACTER" 

OF INVITATION AND REJECTED PROPOSAL CATEGORICALLY. 

STEWARD (S. AFRICA) STRONGLY OPPOSED INVITATION AS "COM- 
POUNDING ABERRATION". UDUMYAN (USSR) SUPPORTED INVITATION, 
NOTING LAST YEAR'S PARTICIPATION VALUABLE. SCHAUFELE SAID 
US, AS LAST YEAR, FEELS IMPLICATIONS OF INVITATION DESERVE 
STUDY; UN SHOULD NOT ALTER POLITICAL STATUS OF GROUPS. 

REFADI (LIBYA) STATED COMITE NOT CONSIDERING STATUS OF LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS AND THAT FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS UNDER STUDY. 

GDR REP SAID NO ALLIANCES CAN JUSTIFY SUPPORT TO PORTUGUESE 
IMPERIALISM. POSITIONS OF UK AND BRAZIL UNCHANGED FROM 
LAST YEAR, STILL OPPOSE SEATING. 

GARVALOV (BULGARIA) INTRODUCED PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES 
DOCUMENTS AND APPEALED TO NATO TO END ARMS AID TO 
PORTUGAL. SALIM SAID TOLERANCE OF "FACIST LISBON" AND 
"APARTHEID S. AFRICA" ONE REASON PEOPLE LOSING CONFIDENCE 
IN UN.

WITHOUT OBJECTION, COMITE SEPT. 27 ACCEPTED 1972 FINANCIAL 
REPORTS OF UNDP, UNICEF, UNRWA, UNITAR AND UNHCR. TAKAHASHI 
(JAPAN) DEFEATED ZAHAWIE (IRAQ) BY 58-56-1 TO FILL ACABQ 
VACANCY. STOTTLEMYER SPOKE BRIEFLY ON UNDP, UNITAR AND UNHCR. 

ONLY SIGNIFICANT COMMENTS BY OTHER DELS WERE MODERATE 
SUGGESTIONS FROM GHANA ABOUT POSSIBLE ECONOMICES, AND 
RATHER HEATED CRITICISM OF UNITAR MANAGEMENT BY ALGERIA. 

SEPT. 28 COMITE WILL HEAR STATEMENTS BY SYG AND ACABQ 
CHAIRMAN ON PROPOSED UN BUDGET FOR 1974-65 AND OTHER MATTERS 
AND WILL CONTINUE CONSIDERATION OF REPORT ON TRUST FUNDS. 

DURING DISCUSSION OF REPORTS, STOTTLEMYER, IN SEPARATE 
STATEMENTS, SAID IT WAS UNFORTUNATE BOARD OF AUDITORS 
HAD TO REPEAT SUGGESTION UNDP FINANCIAL STATEMENTS SHOULD 
BE REDESIGNED WITH VIEW TO MEETING CONCEPT OF ADMINISTRATOR' S 
TOTAL RESPONSIBILITY AND ACCOUNTABILITY FOR ALL FINANCIAL 
RESOURCES AT HIS DISPOSAL. HE STRONGLY SUPPORTED BOARD'S 
COMMENTS AS TO NEED FOR ADMINISTRATIVE ECONOMIES 
IN UNITAR, FAVORED EFFORTS TO INCREASE PROPORTION OF UNITAR'S 
BUDGET SPENT FOR PROGRAMS, AND TRUSTED SITUATION INVOLVING 
CONSULTANTS BE CORRECTED SOON. ON UNHCR ACCOUNTS, HE 
SPOKE OF NEED TO MAINTAIN GREATER CONTROL OVER UNSPENT 
BALANCES FOR PARTICULAR REFUGEE PROGRAMS REMAINING AT YEAR 
END, AND SAID DECISION SHOULD BE TAKEN ON WHAT TO DO WITH 
SUCH BALANCES (RATHER THAN HAVING THEM AUTOMATICALLY AVAILABLE 
FOLLOWING YEAR). 

COMITE 6 - ELECTION, ILC REPORT 

BY SECRET BALLOT COMITE SEPT 27 ELECTED SHITTA-BAY 
(NIGERIA) 86 VOTES, AND SAHOVIC (YUGOSLAVIA) 69 VOTES, 

VICE CHAIRMEN; UNSUCCESSFUL CANDIDATE ZOTIADES (GREECE), 

47 VOTES. VICE-CHAIRMANSHIPS HOTLY CONTESTED SINCE BOTH WEO 
(SUPPORTING ZOTIADES) AND EE (SAHOVIC) GROUPS THOUGHT THEY 
HAD BEEN PROMISED VICE-CHAIRMANSHIPS. COMPROMISE EFFORTS 
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UNSUCCESSFUL. DJAPOU (CAR) ELECTED RAPQPORTEUR BY ACCLAMATION. 
DUE TO ART 19 CAR DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTING. 
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ILC REPORT DEBATE CONTINUED. KABONGO (ZAIRE) SAID ILC 
WORK IMPORTANT TO 'THIRD WORLD 1 COUNTRIES, ESP RE QUESTION 
OF EQUAL SOVEREIGNITY; SEES MFN CLAUSE AS IMPORTANT TO 
DEVELOPING NATIONS. BELIEVES RULES OF CONDUCT KEY TO 
RESPONSIBILITY OF STATES. KABONGO ADDED THAT MORE WORK 
NEEDED ON JURISDICTIONAL IMMUNITY IN RELATION TO INTL 
CRIMES. 

GOERNER (GDR) SAID ’AS LEGAL SUCCESSOR OF FORMER REICH' 

GDR TOOK INTEREST IN SECTION ABOUT STATE SUCCESSION. 
RESPONSIBILITY OF STATES REGARDED AS CENTRAL MATTER; SAID 
INTL OBLIGATIONS MUST BE HONORED. SEES MFN CLAUSE AS 
WAY TO SOVEREIGN EQUALITY AND SELF-DETERMINATION. THINKS 
DRAFT ARTICLES’ DISTINCTION BETWEEN WRONGFUL ACTS AND SUBJECT 
OF TREATIES REQUIRE MORE STUDY. GOERNER HOPES DRAFTS ON 
STATE RESPONSIBILITY READY FOR 26TH ILS SESSION. 

CASTREN (FINLAND) SAID ILC ACCOMPLISHED MUCH AND HE 
FAVORS EXTENSION OF 1974 WORK SESSION. RECOMMENDED 
CLARIFYING RIGHTS OF BENIFICARY STATES TO MFN CLAUSE, 

STUDYING RIGHTS OF SUCCESSOR STATES, AND REWORKING 
SOME TITLES AND LANGUAGE. GOF AGREES QUESTION OF USES OF 
INTL WATERS NEEDS PROMPT ACTION.
